From Dallas to Downey---144 Cities 
Have More Than 100 Guild Members 


The Guild records for 1956-57 reveal that 144 cities served more than 100 Guild 
members this past year, from Dallas with 1349 to Downey, Colif., with exactly 100! 
It is fitting that a Texas city should have more piano pupils and teachers served 
by the Guild, since the Guild Auditions were inaugurated in Texas in 1929. New 
York City (where from 1935 to 1943 NGPT national headquarters were located) was 
second with 1273, while San Antonio, Texas, the nearest large city to the Guild head- 
quarters, ranked third with 1040. Chicago was fourth with 977, with the next eight 
places filled by those cities in which more than 400 took part: St. Louis, Mo., 674; 
oy Worth, Texas, 638; Washington, D. C., 620; Houston, Texas, 619; Norfolk, 


, 560; Detroit, Mich., 490; Miami, Fla., 467; and Tulsa, Okla., 408. Fourteen 
site from coast to coast had between 400 and 300 entrants.

Last spring Alice got a first rating in 
the Nevada State Music Festival on the 
flute, which she has played in both grade 
and high school band; she has also won 
three first ratings for piano solos played 
in these festivals. As a result of her abil-

Still | 
there are many times in teaching that 
example is better than precept, and that 
example better be good! 

It is sad that such a large proportion 
of piano teachers neglect to improve or 
even to keep up on their own playing. 
Many of these have played outstandingly 
well in their student days, achieving high 
honors, but you would never know it. 

Now, most of these teachers say that 
they have no time for practice wtih so 
much teaching. | can sympathize with 
this viewpoint as |! have had a heavy 
teaching schedule for years with consid- 
erable difficulty in doing regular practice. 
Then the lack of energy after a long day 
of teaching is also a serious drawback. 
However, | believe there are several so- 
lutions to these problems. 

If a teacher really attaches enough im- 
portance to keeping in practice and has 
sufficient enthusiasm for advancement it 
fg possible to so plan a schedule as to get 
fm some practice. Enthusiasm generates 
More energy and setting definite goals 
ts stimulating to the whole personality. 

There are days when the teacher can 
find a number of short periods of prac- 
tice .Much can be accomplished if one 
gets right down to business and works 
with a purpose. When students are late 
or are absent from their lessons, the 
teacher may well spend some of this

THE CHILD PLAYS PIANO 


CHAPTER 3 


As soon.as a child is born, the parents 


idream of their child becoming a fine 


musician, regardless of what instrument 
he might choose as the medium for musi- 
cal expression. Parents say “my child has 
a@ good ear; he sings, and he can follow 
our melodies, although he is not yet one 
year old.” 


This parent dreams about the child be- 
coming an opera or radio singer, movie 
Star or concertist. The parents who find 
that their newborn child has unusually 
long flexible fingers alm to make er de- 
velop that child into a concert pianist 
or violinist. Or, when a child hears mu- 
sic, he may pick up a pencil or a stick 
and pose as a conductor, the proud par- 
ents ‘feel they have a second “Toscanini.” 

Most of ‘these parents merely dream 
and wish for their hopes to come true, 
without doing much about it. Some par- 
ents continually boast about this infan- 
tile show of musicel talent; sometimes 


the child demonstrating “absolute pitch,” | 


which tends to make the child haughty, 
conceited and lazy in the matter of seri- 
ous music study. These parents of so- 
called ‘talented children prematurely ped- 
dle their children to noted teachers, seek- 
ing free scholarships on the strength of 
their talent. This is an erroneous ap- 
proach to music stady because of the 
attitude of both parent and child to- 
wards study; and also towards the re- 
spect due a capable teache. 

No doubt, the world would be a happier 


place to live in if piano playing would, 


become a universal free study in all 
schools and made available to all stu- 
dents, regardless of their innate talent. 


ROBOT PIANIST 


Very often a child cannot @arry a tune 
at an early age or later;:and therefore, 
this child is deprived of the privilege 
and cultural education of learning to 
play the piano. He is often called a 
“monotone” by his school-teacher and 
told to put his arms behind his back and 
become a “listener.” This creates an in- 
feriority compléx in the child as regards 
his ability to learn to play the piano. 
How unfair this practice is to a child 
who may possess the talent of a “Bee- 
thoven,” although he cannot sing like a 
“Caruso.” 


This “Eer-Training Sight-Reading 
Technique’ -helps both the talented and 
the so-called “non-talented” .ehild, mak- 
ing possible the accomplishment of fine 
piano playing and often developing a 
feeling for creative musicel composition. 

Children should be taught to play the 


_piano from the cradle, just as they are 


taught to speak from the time they can 
see and hear. When the very young child 
is subjected to the sound of good mu- 
sic, this child becomes consciously and 
subconsciously imbued with the feeling for 
music as a language. 

When we speak constantly and audi-

bly in the presence of our children, they 
acquire the facility of speaking according 
to the fluency and grammatical accuracy 
of the language which they hear daily, 
Very-often children whoihave been hear- 
ing incorrect English in their homes from 
infancy, find it difficult to speak .gram- 
matically perfect, although they ‘take up 
the study of grammar and syntax in 
school. 

This is also true of music, in thet chil- 
dren who are exposed to 00d music frem 
infancy will have a highly sensitized ear, 
even before they toke up the serious stu- 
dy of piano playing. 

As the child is taught to speak in com- 
plete sentences before he enters school 
and studies reading, writing and speak- 
ing, just so, the young child until he en- 
ters school, can be taught to create mu- 
sic with his fingers on the piano key- 
board before he takes up the formal 
study of reading, writing, and playing 
of piano music. 

Music is the language of our thoughts 
and emotions expressed in tone, rhythm 
and form, exactly as poetry is written in 
words, meter and form. The young child 
who-has not yet entered into serious. ed- 
ucation requiring complete mental con- 
centration cannot be expected to study 
music in all its serious aspects until. he 
has learned the fundamentals of his 3 
R’s. 

However, at this time, the child should 
be given a sound foundation in theory, 
ear-training, sight-reading ond creative 
instruction. Positively no “rote trainiag”’ 
or mimic should be given to the young 
child as it would tend to make him or 
her lazy in the matter of sight-reading, 
which is the crux of fine piano playing 
and musicianship. In order to prevent 
the child from pleying automatically, the 
young student should not be allowed to 
practice »by ‘himself, but should constant- 
ly be taught by a competent teacher for 
‘at least.six months. Several lessons per 
»week under competent guidance will do 
smore to effect a successful basic foun- 
vdation for the future. 


In spite of the fact that an intélligent 
-adult can learn more about piano playing 
in one year than the very young child 
can learn in five years, the therapeutic, 
educational and recreational values de- 
rived “from piano playing should induce 
parents to have their children study at 
1a very early age. 

Many .a stuttering child, or children 
suffering from nervous disorders have 
been helped by the therapeutic value of 
this “Ear-Training Sight-Reading Tech- 
inique.” Even children who lacked coordi- 
nation were taught to correct this defect 
through the “Ear-Training Sight-Reading 
Technique.”

If the child has had no piano lessons, 
present the first year’s fundamentals as 
quickly as possible. In the first year he 
has gained some knowledge of reading, 
numbers, and how to study, so even 
though he has had no lessons, the child 
may soon be able to do second grade mu- 
sic work. Telling him this, as children 
like goals, arouses ambition and usually 
works. 
| If the child has had the first year in 
music, he should review the fundamentals 
previously learned, before starting second 
grade work. Stress the slogan. “Right 
finger, on the right key, in the right 
‘ time.” These children are still in the im- 
, itation stage, so the teacher should be 
| most careful of any demonstration she 
| gives. 


Lessons should be assigned carefully. 
Guard's Notebook is a good assignment 
| Plan as it keeps the points to be con- 
| tinually studied in the mind of teacher, 
child, and parent. It is alo inexpensive, 
15 cents. This year the child may do 16- 
measure pieces instead of 8. Stress mem- 
orizing. 

For technic, -- by rote, Finger Plays. 
These may be made from their pieces. 
Select difficult passages, hands alone, 
and tronpose to different keys, especial- 
ly those containing black keys. 

As the Ear must be trained, most 
pieces given are over songs. The child 
should sing, cs well as play, the melodies. 

Each piece should be analyzed for note 
reading, chords, continue herp song drill, 
scale, time, phrasing, and mark the 
phrases A, 8B, etc. This speeds reading 
ond helps memory.

The criticism on piano teaching, 
is that children cannot read, they can-

education in music. Education is the sys- 
tematic development and cultivation of 
natural powers through instruction and 
training. Each piece taught is built up 
over keys, that is, scales, chords, etc. 
Keep this in mind continually. 

The child who can read enjoys doing 
new pieces, as he does reading a story 
book, Out of the books they are esing, 
they should be continually encouraged 
to do “Self Reliant pieces.”

Editor’s Note: The following article 
was written by J. H. Mayberry, pianist, 
engineer, inventor, who hereby introduces 
his “Mayberry Chord Slide and Trans- 
poser” to Guild members: 

Necessity is the mother of invention. 
The modern engineer has his slide-rule,' 
the pilots have their computers. Today, 
it is necessary to move fast and new 
devices must be devised to enable one 


to solve his problems in the shortest 
length of time. 

Many chord methods have been written 
for the piano with charts or colored 
strips and long pieces of cardboard 
placed behind the keys for this purpose. 
Most of these systems being almost as 
old as the piano itself. 

Since the keyboard is standard the world 
over, there was need for a device which 
Could be carried in the students pocket 
just as the engineer carries his slide rule. 
Yes, a musical slip-stick. A device of this 
kind of course must be mechanical and one 
of the first problems was to select a short 
section of the keyboard most suitable for 
the purpose. So a pictured keyboard, small, 
but te scale was the beginning. Then a 
slide was devised and holes were made in 
the keyboard so when the slide was drawn 
to left or right umder the keyboard, red 
dots would appear on the notes of the chord.

One 
side of the slide indicates major and 7th 
chords while the reverse side is imdicating 
Minor and minor 7th chords. Augmented 
and Diminished are also indicated. 


The Mayberry Chord-Slide covers a 
wide range of usefulness in the field 
of music. While designed primarily as an 
aid to those seeking a simple and easily 
understood chord method for piano and 
organ, the practical use extends far 
beyond the original conception. In one 
case the music teacher removed the slide 
and inserted another with the diatonic 
scale on it for teaching purposes. Re- 
quests have been received from several 
sources to make it large enough to hang 
on the wall for class room instruction.

THE GUILD COMPOSITION 
CONTEST 


By MARGUERITE HARMAN 


When the National Guild of Piano 
Teachers extended their auditions to Se- 
attle in 1940, | began to put most of my 
pupils in each year, and occasionally ! 
had the nerve to put an original comp- 
oition in the list of numbers to be heard 
by the adjudicator. | was looking through 
some recital programs which were given 
back in the thirties, and | found a few 
original compositions listed for my pupils. 
But it was not until the Composition Test 
was added to our privileges as guild 
members,that we began year by year to 
do more original work. 

The encouragement given to us by Mr. 
Mokrejs and later by Dr. Reistrup and 


Dr. Griffis has made more and more pu- 
pils try each year, and this year we sent 
in 45 original pieces. It was such an in- 
crease over last year that it proved to 
be the last straw that broke the camel's 
back. Although Mr. Irl Allison, Jr.- says 
thot they ordered 10% more pins this 
year than fest, they ran oat of pins. We 


are willing to wait while they have some 
more made to order, because we are glad | 
to know that more people are finding out 
how much the original work helps pupils | 
to understand the form and phrasing of 
the pieces written by other composers. 
After a pupil has carefully worked out 
the form of a sixteen measure piece, us- 
Ing the form of a four line stanza of po- 
erty (or nursery rhyme with four ac- 
tents (or measures in music) to the line, 
ond making perhaps the first and third | 
lines rhyme (in music they are often ex- 
actly alike), he begins to watch the form 
of other pieces when he is memorizing.

Colleges are requiring 
more original research because students 
Must learn to think for themselves. We 
have very few music students, proportion- 
Btely, who will become concert artists. 
We hope that all our students will have 
Bricher life because of their training in 
music, My pupils are more pleased by 
Original compositions than by any other 
one phase of music study. If each stu- 
dent works out one original each year, 
he can keep using. more advanced.idecs 


as he progresses in his ability to read 
harder music. 

One of the most important benefits of 
the Composition Test is what it does for 
the teacher. A president of one of our 
leading universities said in a radio talk 
“An instructor's students are his best 
teachers.” | have learned more by help- 
ing students to compose than | learned 
in several courses in Composition. | would 
be ashamed to tell how often | have to 
“took it up’ when | am making the final 
manuscript for the pupil to copy, after 
we have worked out the composition little 
by little at the lessons. 

| appreciate very much the encourage- 
ment given to us by the judges each year. 
Often they will write in as an added 
phase “Composition” and give the pupil 
an extra check under “Commendable”, 
and this year Mr. O'Toole, author of 
“Creative Technic’, gave, in a couple of 
cases, a double check so that the pupil 
had two extra half points added to the 
score. This is a help in encouroging pu- 
pils to program original compositions on 
the Audition List. | received much help 
from Mr. O’Toole’s “Workshops” this year 
and also some years ago when he gave 
a Master Class at a State Music Teach- 
ers’ Convention. He believes that original 
work helps in memorizing and interpret- 
ing the music of other composers. a 

We are very fortunate in having com- 
posers like Dr. Reistrup and Dr. Griffis, 
who are willing to spend some of their! 
valuable time in grading and encourag- 
ing the efforts of beginners. 

When I was a child the feeling was 
that composefs were born and that no 
one who was not born a genius should 
ever try to “make up” a piece. | was em- 
barassed when | had to Compose in col- 
lege in order to get my Music Diploma. 
These children can try to compose even 
before they can read music well, 
and are encouraged. After all, children 
learn to talk and to sing or recite nur- 
sery rhymes before they can read. Why 
not use a little of the valuable lesson 
time for beginners in helping them to 
compose, even if they are a little slower 
in learning to read music. We cannot do 
it all at once, but they will read music 
mere intelligently later because of the 
early training in composities and form. 
After all, who wants to listen to a bunch 
of notes played without understanding 
phrasing and grouping of notes. We are 
all aiming to have pupils ploy musically.

BILL INTRODUCED TO 


ESTABLISH 


U. 8. ARTS 


FOUNDATION 


$. 2081, a bill introduced in the 85th 
Congress by Mr. Javits & Mr. Clark to 
establish a United States Arts Founda- 
tion, was read twice and referred to the 
Committee on Labor and Public Welfare. 
This bill provides for an independent 
agency referred to as the Foundation, to 
be established in the executive branch of 
the Government. 

It is recognized by Congress that a 
progressively increasing proportion of our 


people do not have the opportunity of | 


seeing and hearing live theatrical per- 
formances, musical concerts, opera, dance 
and ballet recitals, and the performing 
arts generally. It is considered desirable 
to establish a Foundation to provide na- 
tional recognition of the status of the 
theater and other performing arts and to 
stimulate increased and more widespread 
presentations by civic, educational and 
professional groups throughout the Na- 
tion.. 

The Foundation would be administered 
by a Director and a rotating board of 


; twelve trustees to be appoinetd by the 


President with the consent of the Senate. 
The trustees are to represent the several 
performing arts in civic, educational, and 
professional groups, trade unions end 
trades associations concerned with the 
performing arts, and the attending public. 

The Foundation’s principal powers and 
duties would be “to stimulate and en- 
courage throughout the United States the 


study of and the advancement of the 
performing arts and public interest there- 
in; stimulate and encourage . . the pre- 
sentation throughout the United States, 
and to the widest practicable audiences, 
of productions of the performing arts, of 
both new works and works drawn from 
the existing literature of those arts, 
giving preference to stimulating and en- 
couraging the works of citizens and res- 
idents of the United States and of the 
Americas; foster and encourage profes- 
sional and civic nonprofit, private, public, 
educational, institutional, or government- 
al groups whch are engaged in or directly 
concerned with the performing arts and 
productions; foster and encourage moain- 
tenance of registers . . of theaters, pev- 
sonnel, or otherwise; and make such sur- 
yeys and analyses as may be deemed od- 
visable in the interest of the performing - 
arts throughout the country; and pro- 
vide through direct grant or otherwise 
financial assistance and support from the 
funds appropriated to the Foundetion . . 
to professional groups, and groups meet- 
ing professional standards, and educa- 
tional groups, engaged in or concerned 
with the performing arts and productions, 
for the purpose of enabling such groups 
to provide productions of such type or in 
such regions as would not otherwise be 
available to the prospective audience, or 
to provide instruction in the performing 


Harazim Contributes Idea For 
World Peace Through Music © 


The mission of music, according to Mrs. 
Zae Hannaford Harazim of Pasadena, 
Calif., is to create peace among nations. 
The long time teacher and concert pian- 
ist has contributed an idea for the for- 
mation of an All Nations Symphony Or- 
chestra to provide an opportunity for mu- 
sicians to share ideas and to center at- 
tention of listeners throughout the world 
on spiritual things. 

In a recent interview, she declared: 

“Because of the grevious damage that 
would accrue, alert world leaders realize 
that it is impossible to conceive of win- 
ning a war in which atomic and thermo- 
nuclear weapons are used by both sides. 
Since 1945 the United Nations has been 


striving earnestly to find a way to coop- | 


erate and develop a basis fer world 
brotherhood by talking over problems “to 
gether” end finding a solution.”

Lhevinne Performance In Schubert 
Quintet High Spot of Aspen Festival 


An evening of chamber music at this 
summer's Aspen Music Festival created 


not only the unusual spectacle of 1,000.

playing of Mme. Rosina Lhevinne in Schu- 
bert’s “Trout” Quintet. 

The performers of the “Trout” were 
members of the Juilliard Quartet, Stuart 
Sankey, contra bassist, and Rosina Lhev- 
inne, pianist. In a review in the New 
York Times, Harold Taubman wrote: 

“The performance had the give and 
take of good chamber masic procedure, 
and it was infused with an appreciation 
of the composer's wonderful gift of song. 

“Though she did not seck to dominate 
in any way, one could not help having 
one’s attention centered on Mrs. Lhey- 
inne. The widow of that redoubtable pian- 
ist, Josef Lhevinne, spends most of her 
time teaching nowadays, and she makes 
no secret of the fact that she is well in- 


| to her seventies. But she plays with the 
address and animation of a girl. She did 
nothing out of proportion yesterday, but 
her playing had a magnetism of its own. 
Her phrasing had a poetry that comes 
only from having lived long and percep- | 
tively with a work. This was how Schu- | 
bert should sing. This was enough to} 
make one’s first Aspen concert reward- | 
ing.”

The child who is given finger exercises 
in order to limber up his fingers, soon 
finds that the fingers instead of becom- 
ing limber, stiffen and tighten up be- 
cause the pianist is made to concentrate 
and becomes conscious of the physical 
movements of his fingers. 

This finger exercise “grind” becomes 
mental and physical torture against which 
the intelligent child must rebel. These 
finger exercises do not aid in the matter 
of sight-reading piano music and retard 
the progress of the student’s masical edu- 
cation. Some of my students have re- 
lated that when they were young, they 
would place a story book or the comics 
on top of their piano finger-exercise 
book and read them while supposedly 
practicing the finger exercises. The par- 
ents were quite satisfied with the sounds, 
assuming that the child was practicing 


the lesson. 
The child who is allowed to look at 


his hands while supposedly reading his 
notes, does not coordinate eye, ear, mind 
and finger. Teachers who find that their 
students are bad sight-readers resort te 
having the students memcrize every piece 
that they study in order to exhtbit the 
child’s musical accomplishmnts. 


It has been an accepted fact that pi- 
ano sight-reading is a “gift.” Is it a 
“gift” for all of us who read and write 
our native language? Are we tested for 
reading and writing before we are ad- 
mitted to school? Yet, only children who 
show this “gift” or musical talent are giv- 
en the opportunity to learn piano play- 
ing. ALL CHILDREN WHO POSSESS 
NORMAL SIGHT, NORMAL HEARING, 
HAVE TEN NORMAL FINGERS AND 
CAN ENTER THE SCHOOLS OF LEARN- 
ING, ARE ENTITLED TO THIS CUL- 
TURAL EDUCATION OF PIANO PLAY- 
ING. However, only those studying the 
“Ear-Training Sight-Reading Piano Tech- 
nique” can receive a complete musical 
education with a minimum of time and 
practice. 

Children should not be asked to prac- 
tice the piono, but should be taught to 


note pictures of the printed page which 


‘are coordinated with the correct finger 


patterns which match the eye patterns. 


The “muscle memorizer’ uses the 
|“hunt and find” system by looking for 
one key at a time to match the one note 
at a time, very often striking the wrong 
[key. The “mind memorizer’ feels 
(through the sense of touch) for several 
keys which match the several printed 
notes associated wiht each other. The 
Ear-Training Sight-Reading pianist be- 
comes independent of the constant help 
ef a teacher in learning new pieces which 
he may wish to play by himself. 

When we learn to read a language, 
|we read all books we wish to read. The 
| same is true of music. Students very of- 
ten wish to play compositions not as- 
signed by the teacher, and which give 
them a special joy and satisfaction in 
playing. When the pienist finds piano 
playing so easy, he can read and play 
at the piano for hours without feeling any 
fatigue. This will eliminate many of the 
home querrels due to forced practicing. 

Piano teachers and parents will find 
that the students who read and play their 
compositions from the printed page on 
the concert stage enjoy performing be- 
fore an audience because they are always 
sure of the correctness of their perform- 
ence and confident that they will win the 
sincere applause of their audience. The 
performance of piano playing should be 
made as instinctive for the student as 
walking, talking, eating or reading; or 
any act requiring the coordination of 
mind and body. 

Children who perform from the print- 
ed page are always eager to display their 
ability, both in public and at home, be- 
cause they can go right through a com- 
position without faltering.

A young boy of 13 be- 
gan to play his composition from mem- 
ory, following his hands with his eyes as 
he played. He had only gone a few bars
